SQUE 1) BARRED 
UNDER CITY LAWS 


Atlanta’s Bonding Limit 
Is Only $7,363,000, Ac- 
cording to Comptroller 
Graham West. 


Advocates of a new $9,000,000 Lond 
issue for Atlanta to be expended for 
additional school facilities, water- 
works extension and development of 
the proposed central park project 
were given a rude shock Friday when 
Comptroller Graham West submit- 
ted figures showing that under the 
city’s bonding limitation, only - $7,- 
363,000 in additional bonds can be 
issued. 

The total bonding limitation of At- 
lanta, based on 7 per cent of the city’s 
tax assessments, amounts to $20,300,-' 
000, according to Mr. West’s figures, 
or 7 per cent of the total tax assess- 
ments which aggregate $290,000,000. 
Already the city’s bonded indebtedness 
amounts to $12,937,000, which leaves 
only $7,363,000 that can be issued 
in order to reach the maximum limit 
as provided by the state constitution, 
which limits bonded indebtedness of 
cities and counties to 7 per cent of 
assessments, 


Must Increase Revenues. 

“If any more bond issues are fioat- 
ed in Atlanta,” declared Mr. West in 
commenting on his figures, “the city 
will unquestion:bly bave to increase. 
its revenues to take care of sinking 
funds and interest. This year we are 
already at a stage where there are 
practically no funds with which to 
carry on improvements and muuicip- 
al expansion.” 

Under the proposed new bond issue 
plan as outlined reeently by Mayor 
Walter A. Sims, Superintendent of 
Schools Willis A. Sutton and other 
representative city officials, the new 
issue would include $6,000,000 for 
school improvement bonds; $2,000,000 
for development of the central park 
project, and $1,000,000 for waterworks | 
extension.

French and Belgian Min- —

CONCESSIONS RUMOR 
NOT FOUNDED ON FACT — 


Talk of New Plan Under 
Consideration on Settle- 
ment Question Declared 
Premature. 


BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS, 

Paris, April 13.—The French and 
Belgian government ministers at their 
meeting here this afternoon decided 
upon new measures of pressure to be 
applied to Germany if she remains 
unyielding on the reparation ques- 
tion. The nature of the measures 
was not disclosed but the ministers 
announced in an official communique | 
that they are determined to continne — 
pressure until the Berlin government 
makes direct overtures for a settle- 
ment. 

The meeting was participated in by 
Premiers Poincare and the Unis, va- 
rious members of their cabinets in- 
terested in reparation problems, and 
a number of experts. As in the case — 
of the recent conference at-Brus- © 
sells, the session was largely devoted: 
to technical questions in connection 
with the occupation of the Ruhr and | 
the efforts under way to make pso- | 
ductive guarantees seized there.. 

Have Complete Reports. 

The ministers had before them com- 
plete reports on the occupation te 
date, with details of all the costs and 
of the movement of fuel. Thése re-. 
ports were reviewed at length, but 
it was impossible to complete their 
consideration today and the work will 
be continued tomorrow. 

The allied representatives confined 
themselves to discussion of the de- 
tails of the occupation and the prin- 
ciple that it will be continued and ex- 
tended until Germany yields, and 1t 
is authoritatively stated that notbing 


else will be considered at the confér- 
ence. France and Belgium have no 
intention of elaborating a plan of 
settlement, it is said, because, when 
the time comes to consider any prop- 
osition Germany may make, it will 
be necessary that the British take 
part in the conversations. 

_ Talk of a new plan under considera- 
tion, which is confined to a very lim- 
ited section of the French press, is 
regarded as a well-intentioned desire 
to begin the preparation of the French 
people for such cuncessions as France 
eventually may be required to make 
in order to reach complete accord with 
Official circles, how-

There are many among the well-in- 
formed French politicians, who

HOLD POLICEMEN 


Columbus Man Shot) 


While Being Pursued by| 


Police — Believed Auto 
Contained Liquor. 


Columbus, Ga., April 13.—(Special.) 
Shot through the head as his touring 
car, driven by his wife, crossed Broad 
street going west on Fourteenth after 
a spectacular chase, punctuated with 
pisto] shots, Tom Britt, died this aft- 
ernoon at the City hospital immedi- 
ately upon his arrival there. 

Motorescle Patrolmen C. D. Hall 
and E. D. Welch, who joined the chase 
policemen started five miles from the 
city on the Whitesville road, tonight 
gave themselves up at the county jail, 
where they were being held on a 
charge of murder in connection with 
Britt’s slaying. 

According to 
from county officers, 
when Mrs. Britt, the victim’s wife, in- 
dicated by her driving that she was | 
trying to escape. Britt boarded the 
car with bis wife a short distance 
from the point where she- was first 
seen by the officers, it was stated. 

The police were making an effort 
tonight to establish facts concerning 
the shooting, which occurred as Britt's 
car crossed Broad street, headed for 
the Fourteenth street bridge. 

Motoreyele Patrolman Lall 
ted in a statement that his revolver 
was discharged accidentally one time, 
was about 100 feet behind the 
fleeing car. Officer Welch stated that 
he fired twice at the tires of Britt's 
machine. Both declared that they 
were not shooting at the .occupants, 
and that in their opinion theirs were 
not the fatal shots. Assistant County 
Chief Hadley, who was driving the 
car containing three other county po- 
lice, stated that none of his party 
fired during the chase. He did not see 
anyone shoot, he said. 

It was believed by the county offi- 
cers that Britt's car contained whisky, 
and reports were to the effect that a 
small quantity of liquor was thrown 
from the machine after 
Alabaina.

Washington, April 15.—Exports 
from the Uuited States during March 
were valued at $350,000,000 in a pre- 
liminary estiniate today by the cum- 
raerce dopey ‘tment. The total com- 
pares with $307,106.350 for February 
and $329,97 0817 for March, 1922. 

For the nine months ending with 
March, totul exports of the nares 
States were $3,003,819,728, or $195,- 
neg in excess of the exports dur- 
ing the corresponding nine months 
ending with March, 1922. 

During March there was a net im- 
port of gold of $5,559,257, the depart- 
ment reported, which compares with 
$32,524,843 for March, 1922. While 
the total gold imports during March, 
1923, amounted to $15,951,557, there 
were gold exports of $10,392.100. The 4 
geld inflow, which has fluctuated 
markedly during the last two years 
continued to show the declining ten- 
dency which officials and financial 
circles have announced could be ex- 
pected. The gold exports during 
Murch have only been exceeded by 
tte exports of one other month in the 
period running back to July, 1921. 

There was an excess of silver ex- 
ports over imports during March, 
1923, amounting to $105,329, the de- 
partment added, total silver exports 
being $4,731,705, while imports were 
$4.626,376. It is expected that de- 
tailed analysis of the merchandise ex- 
ports of March together with correct 
ed totals will be issued shortly.
